signed to the army and 10,000 to 
;he Marine corps, an increase of 
5,300 for the Marines. 


The announcement said that 16,- 


900 will be inducted during De- 
cember with 9,900 assigned to the 
Marines and 7,000 to the army. 


With the upward adjustment for 


November, the two months' draft 
vill bring to 434,680 the number 
of men taken in since Selective 
Service resumed calls.

Maryland Town Intakes Final

last payment today on the $200,000 ransom it had to 
turn over to Confederate soldiers 87 years ago to keep 
them from sacking the town. 


Since the civil war, the townspeople have paid off 


the sum, bit by bit, waiting for the federal government 
to take over what they consider is its moral and legal 
obligation.

The interest on the original sum has amounted to 


an estimated $600,000. The exact sum cannot be de- 
termined because through the years the debt has been 
combined with several municipal bond issues. Today's 
final payoff was $20,000. 


Three times Maryland congressmen have tried to 


get the federal government to repay the town for the 
ransom paid out to protect Union army stores valued 
at more than the amount of the ransom. But each 
try proved to be a lost cause.

The ransom, amounting to nearly l/10th of the 


city's recorded monetary value, was paid to General 
Jubal Early. 


The Confederate officer threatened to raze the 


town unless the money was paid. The mayor and alder- 
men instructed the town's five banks to hand over the 
money from their vaults. Later the banks were reim- 
bursed and the debt taken over formally as a city obli- 
gation.

National City Christian church last 
night, the president told an audi- 
ence of 1,200. attending the first 
Washington pilgrimage of Amer- 
can churchmen, that he has failed 
to get men of various religions 
even to agree on a common state- 
ment of faith "in the face of the 
>eril we confront today." 


Moving into the field of age-old 


religious differences where politi- 
cal leaders seldom step, the presi- 
dent told the hushed audience: 


Attempt* Unity 


"For some time I have been 


trying to bring a numbor of the 
great religious leaders of the world 
.ogflher in a common affirmation 
of filth and a common implication 


to the one God that all profess. 


"I have asked them to join in 


one common act which will affirm 
those religious and moral princi- 
ples on which we all agree. 


"I am sorry to say that it has 


not yet been possible to bring the 
religious faiths together for this 
purpose of bearing witness that 
God is the way of truth and peace." 


Favors Spfrrh 


The president'* own Baptist pas- 


tor here. Dr. Edward Hughes Pru- 
dent, however, said he has been 
"very heartily in favor of a com- 
mon statement from the religious 
people of the world." 


However, the Rev. Hugh Cham- 


berlin Burr, executive secretary of 
the Federation of Churches in Ro- 
chester, N. Y., declared:

Tight House 
Saves Fuel 


A tight house this winter will 


keep the family warmer with less 
fuel. In addition to insulation and 
storm windows, here are two prac- 
tical methods of keeping cold 
winds out: Build an economical 
storm porch, or winter vestibule, 
and make storm doors from screen 
doors 


Using the floor and roof of an 


open porch as the starting points 
for the storm porch, build frame 
works for the two sides of two 
by two inch lumber and cover 
them with tempered hardboard 
3/16 of an inch thick. The front 
section should be made similarly, 
with the door frame of two by 
four-inch stock. 


. 
Slant Roof 


If a separate roof is made for 


the storm porch, slant it and 
leave an overhang at the front 
and sides. The slope of the sides, 
of course, will have to conform to 
pitch of the roof. The roof frame

Make Snack Tray 
Easily Frtim 
Pressed Wood 


The infoimahty of modern-day^ 


snacks invites the use 'of trays. 
Your trays may be unusual if 
they are made in the home work- 
shop. The handici after can turn 
out a dozen at less than half the 
price you would pay at the store. 
There are many plans, but here is 
one 
of the simplest: 


Make the tray rectangular, 15 


by 20 inches, cutting it from 
tempered hardboaid. Around the 
edges, to keep the dishes from* 
sliding off, attach with water- 
proof glue a tiny railing o£ half- 
mch quarter-round moulding. Mi- 
ter the corners, filling the cracks 
with plastic wood and then sand- 
ing. 


As a variation from the "fence 


around the lot," use a scioll saw 
to cut a scalloped border in a 
piece of hardboard. Strips of the 
border, m the lengths desired may 
be glued to the tray at the point?* 
where the supper plate, saucer,, 
and salad plate will be to help 
keep them in place. For decora- 
tive purposes, such a border may 
be used also around two or more 
of the tiay's edges. 


Decorating the tray and its bor- 


deis in complementaiy colors will 
complete the project. Use an un- 
dercoater 
and 
two top coats, 


whether applying paint, enamel 
or lacquer. Some decalcomamaa* 
would add interest. If more than* 
one tiay is made, apply mass pro- 
duction methods foi quickest re- 
sults! 


Two-Wheeled Cart 
Simplifies Chore 
Of Leaf Hauling I 
A cait for hauling away fallen* 


leaves will ease the annual raking 
chore. One can be made m the 
form of a long, wide wheelbarrow 
with two wheels salvaged from an 
old lawn mower, coaster wagon 
or buggy. 


Basically, the leaf cart may be 


two feet deep, four to six feet 
long, and as wide as one can com- 
foitably grasp the handles. The 
shape will taper from the widthjf 
between the handles. Use two by 
two-inch lumber for the frame- 
work, covering the inside with 
hardboard 3/16 of an inch thick. 


The smooth hardboard will pro- 


vide a long-lasting, easy-to-unload 
surface. Handles, which should be 
lounded off, are an extension of 
the top side framing lumber, while 
the two legs at the back are ex- 
tensions of the framing of the 
side. To support the bottom, put£ 
one by two-inch crosspieces of 
Wood at 16-inch intervals. / 


Use of "J" bolts will be helpful 


m fastening 
the axles to the 


framework. •

AFL Uses Wrong Yardstick 
to Measure Senators' Worth 


At -San Francisco the American Federation of Labor 


marked 19 U. S. senators as targets for defeat in 1952. Four- 
teen are Republicans. 


It's a free country. Anybody has a perfect right to op- 


pose any candidate for office. Yet it is possible to question 
the wisdom of the A. F. of L. action on other grounds. 


All 19 on the federation's list are there because they 


voted for the Tali-Hartley labor law and are thus deemed 
"short-sighted and anti-labor." Taft-Hartley, of course, has 
been a red flag to top labor leaders ever since its passage in 
1947. 


At first blush the newest blacklist might seem wholly 


logical, since the A. F. of L.'s traditional policy has been one 
of rewarding its friends and penalizing its enemies. But the 
federation's definition of friend and foe is so narrowly con- 
ceived that one may reasonably ask whether organized labor 
really understands where its interests lie. 
•

• 


To begin with, the case against the Taft-Hartley act is 


unproved. There is no substantial evidence that it has dam- 
aged labor's cause, or ever will. Hence the use of that law 
as a yardstick of friendship is largely artificial. 


But beyond that, does the A. F. of L. really wish to judge 


the usefulness of a senator by so limited a gauge in this 
critical time? .

The next five or ten years may determine whether we 


are to have peace or the most destructive war in all history. 
Decisions made in congress will play a big part in settling 
that great issue. 


Consequently, we need on Capitol Hill men whose judg- 


ments are informed, imaginative and independent. 
They 


have the problem of deciding not only how to meet the Com- 
munist threat to freedom, but how to foster at the same time 
an orderly, continuing growth of American life in all its richly 
varied facets.

Is it fair to assume that a congress whose prime qualifi- 


cation was friendship for labor's specific wants would DC the 
best congress to face the crisis ahead? 


The answer is clearly no. Lawmakers must be chosen 


by broader gauge. Breadth of vision, devotion to national as 
against regional or other special interests, respect for the 
facts, these are some of the qualities by which we must 
measure candidates for congress. 


In these times of stress, men thus equipped to shape na- 


tional destinies are the friends of every American—including 
the leaders and rank and file of labor. Any narrower defi- 
nition of friendship can only heighten the nation's peril. 
Labor's antiquated yardstick ought to be discarded forth- 
with.

pearance before the Senate Finance Committee. It was 
considering new taxes on gambling. 
Senator McCar- 


ran was opposed- Somehow, his speech did not get the 
attention it deserved. 
There isn't space to give it all 


here. But as a classic example of Senatorial oratory at 
its best—something to put beside Lincoln's Gettysburg 
Address or George Washington's farewell to his troops, 
consider these excerpts on the glories of gambling in 
Nevada: 
"In the state of Nevada, gaming is legal . . . Pro- 


prietors of gaming establishments and their numerous 
employes are respected citizens wljo contribute to the 
civic life of the community ... 


"The economy of the state of Nevada has developed 


a number of distinct characteristics since the passage of 
the gambling act in 1931. In the 20-year period since 
gambling was legalized, the population of the state has 
increased from 91,000 to 153.370. or over 73 per cent. 
During the same period of time the total farm popula- 
tion of the state declined to only 14,750, mining employ- 
ment decreased a third, and manufacturing employment 
gained less than 3 per cent. 


LARGE 


"However, amusement and recreation (which is dom- 


inated by gambling) employed 32.1 per cent of all serv- 
ice workers in Nevada in 1948, according to the latest 
census of business, as compared with 8.2 per cent for 
the United States as a whole. 


"Gambling house employment accounts for a large 


majority in this category of workers, although some 
gaming places themselves are eating and drinking places, 
and vice versa. Employment in amusement and recre- 
ation in 1949 stood at 510 per cent of the 1939 average 
and wage payments at 1095 per cent. 


"Hotels form the next largrest employment group. 


Together with other rooming accommodations, they em- 
ploy 28-9 per cent of total service trade employment, in 
comparison with a national average of 13 per cent. 


"These hotels, many of which are multi-million-dol- 


lar investments, are built both structurally and eco- 
nomically around their gaming establishments. 
Many 


of them admittedly operate at a loss insofar as ordi- 
nary hotel operations are concerned, largely due to the 
excessive cabaret tax. 
"Together, hotels and amusements employ 61 pw 


cent of total service trade workers in Nevada as against 
a national average of 21.2 per cent. 
Any abolition ot 


legalized gaming in Nevada would virtually destroy this 
annual payroll of well over §25,000,000. 
The indirect 


results would be much worse. Estimates of the size 
of the exodus from Nevada in the event of the abolition 
of gambling run as high as 40 per cent of the popu- 
lation."The thousands of tourists that flock to Nevada 


each year do not come to the desert because it is a 
natural vacation land. The first lure of the state to the 
average tourist is its regulated gambling.

LAWS STRICTLY ENFORCED 


"Our gaming laws are strictly enforced in Nevada 
... No district attorney in Nevada has had an oppor- 
tunity to publicize himself by uncovering illicit relation- 
ships between gamblers and state or local officials. 


"This tourist trade, largely attracted by gambling, 


channels an enormous amount of purchasing power into 
Nevada each year through the retail and service trades, 
the amusements, hotels, utilities and transportation fa- 
cilities. Through these, income flows to other parts of 
the economy. 


"Enactment of . • . a 10 per'cent gross tax on wag 


ers will accomplish the purpose of putting many legal 
gamblers of Nevada out of business . . . This does not 
only mean that the big hotels, which cannot operate 
without gambling revenues, would go out of business. 


"It means that many other businesses would fail 


or fold. Real estate vales would drop. Mortgage fore- 
closures would rise. Many thousands of persons would 
be thrown out of work. In short, the cumulative re- 
sults would spell tragedy for the state of Nevada . . . 


"It is not open to argument that the existing tax 


structure and the finances of the entire state would be in 
jeopardy if the gaming industry is no longer able to con- 
tinue in operation. The people of Nevada, and public 
officials from the governor to the town treasurer are 
alarmed at this threat to the economy of the state."

However, there is one thing for 


married couples to remember: the 
dissonance may easily reach the 
point of discord. It does if a 
couple becomes more concerned 
with their differences of opinion 
than with their mutual likes, if 
they get to enjoy quarreling for 
Its own sake—rather than using 
it to stand up for their rights 
and opinions and to get things 
out in the open. 


So really pleasing harmony In 


marriage—as in music — comes 
from allowing enough dissonance 
to keep the marriage from seem- 
ing dull. 


But there must not be enough 


dissonance to rum the basic bar* 
mony.

Many of the best American and 


Canadian bridge players will en- 
ter the All American Tournament 
in St. Paul next month, but they'll 
have to work hard to get ahead of 
some of the local players. 
For 


example, here's the sort of defen- 
sive play that you can expect 
from the St Paul experts. 


Sev Widman, holding the West 


cards, opened the nine of clubs. 
His partner, Jim Dolan, won with 
the ace of clubs and promptly re- 
turned the ten of spades. With 
any other return South could ruff 
a couple of hearts in dummy and 
jet rid of another heart on the 
ace of diamonds. The trump re- 
turn was the first step in a very 
fine defense. 


South couldn't afford to put up 


the ace of trumps because then he 
would surely 
lose two 
trump 


tricks, one heart, and one club. 
He therefore finessed the jack of 
trumps, losing to West's queen. 
Widman led back a trump since 
any other continuation would al- 
low declarer to ruff one heart and 
discard aother heart on the ace 
of diamonds. 


South drew one more trump, 


cashed the king of clubs, and then 
laid down the ace of hearts. This 
play gave Widman something to 
Jiink about. 


It was clear that South had a 


six-card spade suit and only two 
clubs. The bidding indicated that 
his five remaining cards were all 
hearts. The defenders needed two 
heart tricks to* defeat the con- 
tract 


Having reached this conclusion, 


Widman dropped 
the 
nine of 


hearts on South's ace. 
Declarer 


continued with the king of hearts, 
and Widman dropped the jack of 
hearts. 


That was the end of poor South. 


Whenever he continued the hearts 
East was able to win two tricks 
with his queen and eight, setting 
the contract.

THE DOCTOR SAYS: 


Operation Is Normal Way 
To Eliminate Gallstones 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN. M. U. 


Although we learned in medi- 


cal school that gallstones were 
most common In the "fair, fat and 
forty," they are by no means re- 
stricted to people described in 
such terms. True, they are most 
frequent after thirty, and true 
also, that three-fourths of all 
cases are m women. 


Gallstones, as the name implies, 


lie in the gallbladder, or the pas- 
sageways from it, and this little 
pear-shaped pouch is located un- 
der the liver on the right side, a 
short distance below the ribs. 


What 
causes 
gallstones 
to 


form? There are believed to be 
several things which play a part. 
Stagnation of bile in the gall- 
bladder is one. Overweight, wear- 
ing of corsets, occupations re- 
quiring a leaning forward posi- 
tion and sagging of the abdominal 
organs are belived to produce 
such stagnation. 


Lack of exercise, particularly 


when combined with too much 
fondness for food, also favors the 
formation of stones. Infection in 
the gallbladder may also play a 
part. Many persons with gall' 
stones have an increase ot sub- 
stance called cholesterol in their 
blood, and cholesterol is present 
in most gallstones. 


Gallstones may or may not 


cause symptoms. The most fre- 
quent early symptom is indiges- 
tion. A vague feeling of discom- 
fort in the abdomen, a sense of 
fullness, intestinal gas, and some- 
times nausea and vomiting may 
occur. Often there is pain in the 
region of the gallbladder or under 
the Bright shoulder blade in the 
back. 


A yellow color to the skin, or 


jaundice, is not always present. 


The most important aid in diag' 


nosing gallstones is the X-ray.

Sometimes the stone can be seen 
in an ordinary X-ray picture; in 
many cases, however, a dye has 
to be given which fills the gall- 
bladder and outlines the stones u» 
a kind of a silhouette picture. 
MANY FACTORS TO CONSIDER 


If gallstones should be found, 


should the gallbladder be taken 
out by operation? This decision 
depends on how many attacks of 
colic there have been, what the 
symptoms are, whether there is 
infection present in the gallblad- 
der, what the X-ray studies show, 
and the other things such as age 
and physical condition. 


It would be fine if some method 


could be used which would dis- 
solve the stones without operation, 
but no way of doing this has been 
found practical. 


Even though many people carry 


gallstones for years without know- 
ing it, there is always danger of 
discomfort or injury to the general 
health. Treatment other than op- 
eration usually includes attention 
to diet, and exercise adapted to 
the individual condition and needs.

parking lots, for construction of 
a landscaped 50 foot border around 
the lake and for relocation of a 
drainage ditch. 


The three persons, Charles C., 


Edith W. and Christina Shedd, 
were trustees of an estate which 
owned the land. 


In their petition, the plaintiffs 


alleged that the state agreed to 
buy the land in 1947 and that in 
July 1947. then Gov. Dwight H. 
Green, approved the sale agree- 
ment. Later that year, they con- 
tended, they had deeds drawn up 
for the property transfer and two 
warrants for the purchase price 
were made out and approved. 


But since that time, the state 


has refused to accept the deeds 
for the land or turn over to the 
plaintiffs, the warrants for the 
purchase

Dukes Crushed 
By Warriors9 


Ground Game 


Capacity Audience 
Watches Sterling 
Come From Behind

STERLING — It was the 


same old story here Friday 
night. A few new names, yes, 
and a slightly different score, 
Sterling 24, Dixon 6, but 
otherwise the script was the 
same as it has been since 
1943. 


Dixon's football team just 


didn't have it. 


That's the quickest way of sum- 


ming up this 52nd annual battle 
between the old rivals played on a 
perfect evening for football before 
a capacity crowd of 3,000 in Ster- 
ling Township stadium. 


Outplayed by the Warriors from 


Sterling for the final three quar- 
ters. Dixon showed little of the 
offensive and defensive spark that 
previously had brought the Dukes 
easy victories in the season's open- 
ers against Marmion and Amboy. 


Big Threat Stopped 


For the final three quarters the 


Dukes' two main offensive threats, 
Gil Contreras and Dick Crawford, 
found themselves well harnessed 
by a big Sterling defensive line. 
Eventual injuries to both of these 
Dixon runners didn't help the 
cause, of course, but the impres- 
sion remains that the Dukes would 
have lost even had these main- 
springs stayed well. 


Sterling's backs drove too hard. 


Or perhaps it should be said that 
the Dukes' line gave too readily. 
At any rate, the gaudy 389 yards 
Sterling piled up on the ground 
serves as ready evidence that Dix- 
on was up against a tough bundle 
of football team. 


Cause for Hope 


There was valid cause for op- 


timism on the part of the 1,000 
Dixon fans in attendance when the 
Dukes cashed an early break for a 
touchdown and a 6 to 0 lead be- 
fore the latecomers even had found 
themselves seats. 


In fact, Contreras might have 


scored on the opening kickoff had 
not the Sterling safety man, the 
last block to the Sterling goal, 
brought down the Dukes' pride on 
the Sterling 40-yard line. 


The touchdown arrived just a 


few seconds and five plays later, 
however, although Sterling had 
taken possession of the ball before

Crawford Goes Over 


Crawford blasted through the 


middle of the line on a delayed 
buck and went the 31 yards neces- 
sary for the score. He was partial- 
ly hit on the 10-yard line and his 
knees almost touched the ground, 
but he regained stride and scored 
going away. 


This was one of the last chances 


Dixon's hopeful cheering section 
had to express itself during the re- 
mainder of this unenchanted eve- 
ning. 


Dixon's 6 to 0 lead stood up until 


well into the second quarter, but 
this was due only to the generos- 
ity of the hosts, who kicked away 
a scoring chance by fumbling 
across the Dixon goal line early 
in the first quarter. Dixon recov- 
ered and promptly marched 76 
yards only to have the drive fizzle 
on the Sterling six-yard line. 


Generosity Stops 


' Except for occasional mental 
lapses by the Sterling captain in 
exercising his options on Dixon 
penalties, the Dukes received no 
more generous gestures from the 
Warriors during the contest. 


From this point to the end it 


was all Sterling. 
The Warriors 


went on to score four times and 
might have added more except for 
a merciful clock. 


Glenn Alderfer and Carlyle Cam- 


eron collaborated on the first Ster- 
ling touchdown midway in the sec- 
ond quarter. These two boys, both 
hard runners, divided the honors 
on the 94-yard march. Mr. Alder- 
fer finally assumed the scoring 
duty, going over from the three- 
yard line. 


Sterling's second touchdown, the 


last one that was needed as things 
turned out, was scored by a fellow 
named Al Hernandez on a reverse. 
Hernandez came off the bench to 
run the four yards necessary to 
give Sterling a 12 to 6 halftime 
lead. He ran those four yards with 
just nine seconds showing on the 
Scoreboard clock.
